In this man-
iivre, it neems, the pilot-boat drops its yawl
ontiiiuingthepil.il tobe put on board, and
hen cuta across the bows of the steamship,
ihich by this time should have nearly stopped
loving, in order to take up the yawl, which
rifts astern. In this accident, the pilot-boat,
nstoad of getting safely across the Aluska's
>ows, ran into her, or wus run over by her.
.hen the yawl floated against the great vessel's
ide, and was capsized. Thus it was n. double
ccident.and no oiiebelongiug to the pilot-boat
I living to tell the tale. But it is plain enough
hat if the Alaska waa going as slowly ns sho

night to have been, the unfortunate commander
rf the pilot-boat made a fatal mistake in calcu-
tition, which none of his clues has been guilty
if before in many years.

Concentration of orders and
dealings in ono Exchange would nmke the strongest
and most influential body in the country; hut now,
New-York orders being divided between two rival
bodies, many strong operators seud to Oil City
when they wish to influence the market. At last
both Exchanges in this city have appointed a com¬

mittee to consult as to terms of union, and the desire
of the substantial members of both Exchanges is
that the subject should be carefully considered.
Union of the two would make a strong body whose
dealings would control the oil business in this
country. Tho hanks which loan money on oil cer¬

tificates have an interest in bringing tho control of
tho business to this city. As matters now stand,
both of the New-York Exchanges wait for quota¬
tions from Oil City and aro governed by thom.
With a consolidation here, the business would
properly look to New-York us its controlling centre.
